Counsel Sought Report 
Declaring Illinois Man 
Entitled to Seat on Ap- 
pointment Credentials.

Washington, February 2.—Frank L. 
Smith, senator-designate from Illinois, 
lost another round today in his fight 
for a seat in the United States 


senate. 3 

At a meeting of the senate privi- 
leges and election committee, it was 
established that a majority of the 
members are opposed to the motion of 
the Smith counsel that a partial re- 
port be made to the senate declar- 
ing that the senator-designate has a 
prima facie right to be seated and 
take the oath of office oa his ap- 


pointment credentials. 
Oppose Partial Report. 

Senators Ernst, republican, Ken- 
tucky, chairman; Watson, republican, 
Indiana, and Smith, democrat, South 
Carolina, all of whom voted for Smith 
in the senate a fortnight ago, joined 
the members of the committee oppos- 
ing Smith in holding that under the 
terms of the senate resolution refer- 
ring to Smith credentials, the com- 
mittee is not at liberty to make a 
preliminary report on the prima facie 
right to the oath but must proceed 
to consider also the final right of the 
Illinois claima‘at to a seat, That made 
a majority of the committee against 
the motion of the Smith counsel. 

No formal action was taken to re- 
cord the. attitude of .the committee 
on this point, but adjournment was 
taken until tomorrow, and Senator 
Deneen, repyblican, Illinois, instructed 
to consult with the Smith counsel 
and ascertain if they desire to pre- 
sent testimony in rebuttal of the evi- 
dence adduced before the Reed ¢pm- 
mittee which investigated the Hliwois 
primary slush fund scandal. 

This procedure indicates that the 
committee contemplates taking up now 
the question of the alleged moral dis- 
qualification of Smith by virtue of 
his acceptance of campaign funds 
from Samuel Insull and other public 
utility magnates, whose properties 
were subject to the regulation of fhe 
Illinois commerce commission, of 
which Smith, at the time, was 
chairman. 

Will Formulate Decision. 


If the Smith counsel desire to pre- 
sent testimony the committee will 
hear the witnesses; otherwise, it will 
proceed at once to formulate its con- 
clusions on both the prima facie right 
to the oath and on the final right 
of Mr. Smith to a seat. The latter 
branch of the proposition involves the 
question Sf the right of the senate 
to set up qualifications for members 
of the body not enumerated specifically 
in the constitution. 

That the committee will go on rec- 
ord in favor of Smith's prima facie 
right to the oath pending” investiga- 
tion of his qualifications is a fore- 
gone conclusion, for in the senate vote 
the committee members were divided, 
S to 5, in favor of administering the 
oath. How the committee will decide 
on Smith’s final right, involving moral 
qualification, was not disclosed in the 


The committee might decide that 
while Smith had a prima facie right 
to the oath he is disqualified for a 
seat. In any event, if the matter 
should come again to a vote in the 
senate in this session upon presenta- 
tion of the committee report Smith 
would be denied a seat by a larger 
majority than that which denied him 
the oath.

The Aiken lynching caused a heated 
debate in the senate today when on 
‘motion of Senator Williams, of Aiken, 
the resolution commending the gover- 
nor for his stand in the matter was re- 
ealled from the house for the purpose 
of amendment.

New York, February 2.—(#)—De- 
Witt Turner, confessed Chicago rum 
runner, testified in federal court to- 
day that he paid Mayor Henry Wissel, 
of Edgewater, N. J., $22,500 in cash 
and gave him 400 cases of whisky 
and five cases of alcohol to permit 
landing of the $2,000,000 rum cargo 
of the schooner Eker.

$200 for unloading cases of whisky 
from the Eker while Edward Picker- 
ing and Alexander Flannery, Edge- 
water detectives, stood guard. Flan- 
nery, he said, paid him $50 for one 
night’s work. 

Clifford Kinder, brother of Cecil 
Kinder, added another sensation to 
the trial when he appeared in the 
corridors of the federal building. 
Authorities have been searching for 
him for nearly a year.

To Miss “The Colonel”

Next April, when Metropolitan 
songsters flood the old auditorium 
with their heaven-sent notes; when 
the thrilled crowds strain forward in 
their seats the better to see and to 
hear; when the conductor’s baton is 
raised for the opening bar of the first 
overture, there will be a white head 
missing from Box Seven. 

For Colonel William Lawson Peel, 
father of grand opera in Atlanta, is 
dead. 

It is impossible, now, to realize in 
full the loss which Atlanta, and par- 
ticularly musical Atlanta, has sus- 
tained. The full loss will never be 
known, publicly, for much of the good 
that Colonel Peel did was done with- 
out publicity blare, without. knowl- 
edge even of intimate friends. 

But to us who have, perhaps, been 
more closely associated with the an- 
nual opera seasons than most, the 
loss will be more keen. For we know, 
through many treasured memories, 
just how fine a friend we have lost; 
just how warm a human heart has 
ceased to beat. 

To everyone connected with the an- 
nual opera seasons, Colonel Peel was 
a personal friend. From the ushers 
who told how he never failed to speak 
of their good work, at every perform- 
ance, to the greatest of the stars, all 
knew and loved Colonel Peel. 

The stars all loved him. Never an 
individual performance from the audi- 
torium stage, of any achievement 
whatever, but the white handkerchief 
of Colonel Peel fluttered in greeting 
from Box Seven. He always reserved 
two boxes, Seven and Eleven, and 
they were filled at every performance 
with stars not singing on that partic- 
ular night. 

He was equally well known in New 


York. It was in the nature of an 
event backstage at the Metropolitan 
opera house when word was whispered 
from one singer to another, “Coloael 


COL. WILLIAM LAWSON PEEL, 


Peel, of Atlanta, is out front.” It 
was a signal for unstinted hospitality 
whenever he went to the big city. 

Shortly before his death Colonel 
Peel had paid his annual visit to New 
York to help select the operas for At- 
lanta’s 1927 season. He had taken 
especial delight ia the selection this 
year, believing it to be the greatest 
ever offered here. | 

But it is not as president of the 
Musical Festival association that we 
shall miss him most. 

It is as “The Colonel” that we will 
feel a gap when April rolls around 
and it will be “The Colonel” that 
every newspaperman, at least, will 
think of when he starts to cover his 
first 1927 opera. 


And, without “The Colonel,” the 
barbecues, the receptions, the ban- 
quets that mark opera week, will be 
dimmed by mist of tears, as the grand 
old white head of the grand old man 
of Atlanta opera is conspicuous in the 
throngs of patrons and guests, by’ its 
eternal absence.

tives of naturalized American citizens 
and alien residents in the United States 
who have declared their intention. of 
becoming citizens. 

Under exisiting laws, the quotas are 
divided as nearly evenly as possible 
between former applicants for ad- 
mission and the relatives of American 
citizens or declarants. The proposed 
amendment would suspend the agri- 
cultural preference where the demand 
for relative preference exceeds 60 per 
cent of the quota allotment for the 
fiscal year. 

Another amendment proposed by 
the committee would raise the age 
limit under which dependent children 
of citizens or declarants are admitted 
as non-quota immigrants from 18 to 
21 years.

Senate Votes $465,000 for 
Barracks at Georgia 
Post. Provision Is Made 
for Other Forts. 


Washington, February 2.—(4)—The 
senate tonight approved a house bill 
appropriating $1,400,000 for construc- 
tion work at various military posts 
throughout the country. 

The measure was passed after objec- 
tion had been voiced and withdrawn by 
Senator Bingham, republican, Connec- 
ticut, who’ favored. the use of -.Gover- 
nors Island as an airport, and said 
that erection of permanent buildings 
there, as provided in the bill, would 
make this impossible. 

Senator Wadsworth, republican, 
New York, argued in favor of the bill, 
declaring that army officers and men 
were forced, under present conditions, 
to live in unfit quarters, some of them 
erected only for temporary use and 
likely to burn to the ground at any 
time. He also said that the  post- 
office department had rejected Goy- 
ernors Island as not suitable for an 
airport.

, New York, February 2.—The 

Browning separation trial is ended— 

and a decision is not probable before 

the end of the month. 

Mrs. Frances (Peaches) Browning 
is weary. She is going away, either 
to Cuba or Bermuda. 

“I need a rest,” she said today, 
“after the ordeal of the trial, and I 
intend to take one. I will probably 
be gone for a month or so.” 

Edward West Browning, who sued 
for the separation, charging abandon- 
ment, was as jubilant as an office boy 
at a ball game until he heard Peaches 
was planning to leave some of his 
$300 a week alimony with the inn- 
keepers of the semi-tropics. 

“There,” he wailed. “Here she is go- 
ing to take a rest, on my money— 
the woman who is trying to rob me— 
and I have to stay here with my nose 
to the grindstone for 14 hours a day, 
with hardly a chance to go out to 
lunch. It ain’t right.” 

Both sides profess confidence of 
victory when Supreme Court A. H. F. 
Seeger finishes wading through the 
mass of testimony and renders his de- 
cision.

Colonel Dickerson, who was the 
original backer of Stanley Ketchel, 
Jess Willard and Luther McCarty, 
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well-known boxers, and on whose 
ranch at Conway, Mo., the rugged 
Ketchel was slain in 1910, was grief- 
stricken when informed at Sp -ingfield 
ef the tragedy. It was the first word 
the Spanish war veteran had heard of 
his son in months, he said, and the 
only intimation that he was married. 
Colonel Dickerson organized the Na- 
tional Loyalty league during the 
world war. 

Dickerson’s bride was in a serious 
condition at a hospital today with 
three bullet wounds. She ascribed the 
immediate cause of the s:ooting to 
jealousy and said that her husband 
had accused her of friendship for a 
former suitor. Dickergon met his 
bride while he was employed at a 
fashionable north side hotel and, ac- 
cording to her account, forced her to 
marry him under threat of death. 


She Was Afraid. 


“T was afraid to refuse him,” she 
said at the hospital. 

Reference to the Grand Rapids af- 
fair in the note offered no clew to 
the shooting, which has never been 
solved. On the night referred to Dick- 
erson was found in a rowbost on 
Reed’s lake with a bullet wound in 
his chest just below the heart. He 
maintained at the time that he was 
shot by James Gray, of St. Louis, who 
thereupon jumped overboard, but no 
trace of a body ever was fourd. Po- 
lice came to the conclusion that the 
youth had attempted suicide over a 
love affair. 

Dickerson once was a newspaper re- 
porter in St. Louis, and in his hotel 
room here police found a decree of 
separate maintenance granted Mrs. 
Edith Dickerson, of St. uis, in Jan- 
uary, 1925, and which awarded her 
the custody of “Richard Dickerson, 
Jr.,” 13 months old.

FORDS REJECTED 
OFFERS OF BILLION 


Washington, February 2.—(United 
News.)—Henry Ford goes down as 
the world’s champion lauglier. 

Three times he has laughed off of- 
fers of $1,000,000,000 for his automo- 
bile business. 

John W. Prentiss, of the banking 
house of Hornblower and Weeks, told 
about these billion-dollar laughs while 
testifying in the government's $c6,- 
000,000 tax suit agaimst Ford stock- 
holders today. 

“In 1916 I talked to one of Ford's 


executives at Detroit,” Prentiss said. 
“I asked him if he could introduce 


me to Henry Ford so that I could 
offer a rec-nitalization plan or buy 
all the stock. 

“While 1 was talking. Ford popped 
in the room. I offered him $500,000 
000 and he laughed. 

“In 1924, I again. sought to pur- 
chase the Ford plant and offered 
double the amount of the first bid. 
Again Ford rejected it. 

“In 1925 we repeated the offer and 
Edsel Ford turned it down. Then this 
year we heard Ford was going to re- 
capitalize and again we offered $1,- 
000,000,000. Again he laughed and 
turned it down.” 

Prentiss depicted Henry Ford as 
“the marvel of the age’ and ranked 
his company as equal to the General 
Electric, Standard Oil, United States 
Steel and General Motors. 

Ford earns approximately $100,- 
000,000 annually and has never been 
forced to seek credit from bankers, 
he testified. 

Prentiss, during his testimony, 
struck a decisive blow for the de- 
fendants in the tax suit when he esti- 
mated. Ford stock in 1913 as worth

“The company sold 75,000 automo- 
biles in 1912 and 182,000 in 1913,” 
Hawkins revealed and added, “at no 
time in the history of the company 
had production equaled sales orders. 

“One Ford a minute is the average 
production now.” 

A profit of $10 on a car is all the 
money Ford needs, the witness con- 
tinued. 

“If cars were sold at cost, Ford 
would still make money from sale of 
parts and junk left over,” Hawkins 
said. 

The former sales manager placed 
the ayerage life of a Ford car at from 
three to five years. 

Hawkins estimated the value of 
Ford stock in 1913 at $10,000 a share,

G.O.P. Outlook 
Is Discussed 


At White House 


Washington, February 2.—(/)—The 
republican outlook for 1928 was talk- 
ed over at a white house breakfast 
conference today which attracted un- 
usual attention among those who want 
to know whether President Coolidge 
wt i be a candidate to succeed him- 
self. 


The conference was attended by 
four senators and a group of party 
leaders from Texas. Afterwards they 
all discreetly referred inquirers to the 
white house, which maintained its 
customary silence. But some of the 
generalities of the discussion gaining 
currency among the politicians at the 
capitol caused them to prick up their 
ears and express a desire to learn 
more. 


They heard that most of the break- 
fast table conversation centered about 


politics, but they did not establish 
that Mr. Coolidge either asked for or 
was promised directly any support in 
a possible campaign for renomination. 

The callers from Texas were headed 
by R. B. Creager, the republican na- 
tional] committeeman for that state, 
and the group as a whole was recog- 
nized as holding potential control of 
the Texas delegation to the 1928 re- 
publican national convention. It was 
the first time .the president had en- 
larged his breakfast conferences to 
include political groups of this kind. 

Besides Texans, Mr. Coolidge’s 
guests were Senators Moses ot New 
Hampshire, Goff of West Virginia, 
Sackett of Kentucky and Means of 
Colorado. ° 


GLADSTONE USES 
SHORT, UGLY WORD 


London, February 2.—(?)—Vis- 
count Gladstone, 73, son of William 
Ewart Gladstone, England's “grand 
old man,” today vigorously defended 
the moral reputation of his father, and 
bluntly declined to withdraw -his char- 
acterization of Captain Peter Wright, 
who is suing him for libel, as a “liar, 
coward and foul fellow.” 

Shades of some of the most eml- 
nent of the elder Gladstone's con- 
temporaries, including Queen Victoria 
and Disraeli, were invoked during 
testimony, although Justice Avory re- 
fused to allow the name of the late 
sovereign to be brought into the case, 
even indirectly. 

Before leaving the stand, Gladstone 
said of Wright:

It was a 
deadly insult to every member of my 
family. A charge more. loathsome 
could only have been made by a foul- 
minded man, and I repeat that because 
of that he was a foul fellow. That’s 
my last word.”

| Singleton Speaks 


To Baptist Women 
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BY FARM WORKERS 


Acting on the theory that Dixie 
farmers’ trouble does pot come from 
getting too little from the farm but 
because they waste too much, the 
Association of Southern Agricultural 
Workers, in session at the Biltmore 
hotel, Wednesday took steps to formu- 
late ways and means of eliminating 
waste estimated at $2,000,000,000 an- 


nually. 

Sessions of the association opened 
Wednesday with a brilliant address 

Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of 
the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture, in which he declared tha 
waste comes as the result of “mis- 
management and misdirected energy.” 
The convention will last through 
Friday. 

Nine sections of the organization 
today will start preparing recommen- 
dations to be submitted Friday at the 
final general session. Two hundred 
and fifty delegates from 15 states are 
in attendance, including representa- 
tives of federal and state depart- 
ments of agriculture, railroads, agri-. 
cultural cdlleges, fertilizer, commer- 
cial concerns and farmers’ clubs. 


Entertainment for the agricultural 
leaders will consist mainly of an 
elaborate banquet at 6 o’elock to- 
night at the Biltmore, given by com- 
mercial organizations interested in 
agriculture. Friday will be devoted 
to business sessions, reports of of- 
ficers, reports of various sections, and 
of the cotton council, followed by the 
election of new officers. 

Present officers of the association 
are Dr. Soule, president; H. ; 
Barre, of Clemson College, 8S. C., first 
vice president; H. A. Morgan, of 
Knoxville, Tenn., second vice pesi- 
dent, and W. E. Hinds, of Baton 
Rouge, La., secretary. Sections in- 
cluded in the association’s organiza- 
tion plan are agronomy, animal hus- 
bandry, agricultural economics, agri- 
cultural engineering, dairying ento- 
mology, home economics, horticulture 
and phytopathology. 

Speaking on economic waste through 
lack of coordination of agriculture, 
commerce and industry, Dr. Soule de- 
clared Wednesday that Georgia’s agri- 
cultural program is not properly bal- 
anced. Coordination and cooperation 
of the activities of agriculture, com- 
merce and industry will prevent such 
waste, he said. 

Georgia farms contain entirely too 
much so-called “cultivated land,” and 
are, in addition, under-capitalized and 
deficient in regard to proper equip- 
ment of buildings, he asserted. The 
fact that more than half of _ the 
south’s 3,382,000 farms were occupied 
by tenants in 1925 is a serious con- 
tribution to the difficulties, Dr. 
Soule pointed out. 

‘Business interests and capital in- 
vestments cannot afford to permit 
farmers to develop a hopeless and in- 
different attitude that can result only 
in the further decadence instead of 
improvement of the industry,” Dr.

Lansing, Mich., February 2.—Meas- 
ures designed to curb crime flooded 
the Michigan legislature when it con- 
vened today after an adjournment of 
two weeks, Proposals advocated the 
whipping post for armed robbers and 
murderers, hanging for murderers who 
attempt to escape from prison and a 
measure similar to the Baumes law 
providing that after the fourth con- 
viction for a felony a person shall 
be sentenced for life. 

Senator Seth Q. Pulver, of Owosso. 
offered the hanging bill. He explained 
that capital punishment as a primary 
penalty will not be necessary if pris- 
oners who escape or attempt to escape 
from life imprisonment are threat- 
ened with hanging. Senator Cass 
Jankowski, of Detroit, introduced the 
measure providing for life imprison- 
ment after the fourth felony, and Sen- 
ator Arthur E. Wood, of Detroit, 
sponsored the whipping post bill. It 
provided that persons sentenced for 
robbery armed, or murder may be 
given an additional penalty of ten 
lashes a year.

It would operate by 
pressing a button and turning one 
dial to regulate volume. There would 
be no static and no dependence upon 
day or night or seasonal viriations 
in broadcasting conditions. 

A similar method has already been 
given practical trials by the North 
American company, a gigantic power 
company operating subsidiary electric 
light and power concerns from coast 
to evast. The North American is work- 
ing on this through its subsidiary, 
“Wired Radio, Inc.” The system was 
in operation on Staten Island, N. Y., 
for more than a year when it had to 
be suspended because of litigation or 
the American Telephone & Telegra 
company which clainted minor patent 
infrngements. 
The wired radio system worked 
through a small attachment plugged 
into the home electric light socket. 

“Three programs were operated 
simultaneously and subscribers could 
tune in on any of the three,” General 
Squier said. “This system also has 
been tried out in Minneapolis where 
entertainment was provided for 1,000 
subscribers at a charge of $5 a 
month.” 

General Squier said that these 
methods are bound to be generally 
employed in‘cities within a short time 
because they will be much cheaper 
than the present type of radio sets, 
will eliminate all battery troubles, 
static, and will afford perfect re- 
ception which is impossible now in 
large buildings of steel construction. 

“The Bell Telephone company,” he 
said, “has conducted extensive inves- 
tigations in New York city and has 
found that every steel ribbed building 
throws a ‘shadow’ reducing receptivity 
in buildings within this ‘shadow.’ The 
minute you enter a building, radio 
reception is reduced to one-fourth or 
one-fifth of the strength out in open 
air. Move a set away from a window 
and its efficiency is seriously im- 
paired,

PEACE INTERRUPTION

London, February 2.—Bolshevists 
caused interruption of the Hankow 
peace negotiations, 
British cabinet charged today. 

Faced with necessity of formulat- 
ing new instructions for’ British 
Charge d’Affaires O'Malley, who has 
been negotiating with Foreign Min- 
ister Chen at Hankow, the cabinet 
was called into session to consider the 
startling turn taken by the discus- 
sions. - 

While a section of the cabinet de- 
manded new efforts to treat with 
south China, other members were an- 
gered at the suddenness of Chen’s ac- 
tion and declared that he had been in- 
fuenced by bolshevists. 

A special cabinet will meet Thurs- 
day when the full anti-bolshevist feel- 
ing in that body probably will be 
aired. Those opposing Foreign Minis- 
ter Chamberlain's so-called concilia- 
tory policy toward China make the 
direct-charge that Chen’s soviet ad- 
visers prompted him to raise the ques- 
tion of troop concentration by Great 
Britain in China.

ations, Great Britain is prepared to 
concede at once a portion of what the 
nationalists desire along the lines of 
the above proposals.

PEACE SEEMS 
FAR DISTANT. 


Hankow, February 2.—(?)—While 

the Chinesew New Year's day today 
found the Far Eastern republic seem- 
ingly farther than ever fro:n the path 
of peace, Eugene Chen, foreign min- 
ister of the Cantonese government, is- 
sued an appeal to British labor lead- 
ers declaring a settlement of differ- 
ences between England and the na- 
tionalist government could be reached 
“if only there is a cessation of the 
war atmosphere and war neurosis” at 
Shanghai. 
_ The British laborites previously had 
indorsed the pronunciamento of the 
Cantonese government of January 24, 
in which Chen proclaimed the ability 
of the Cantonese to impose their will 
on nationalist China and inviting the 
powers to negotiate with him for a 
settlement of differences. 

Chen’s latest communication with 
the labor leaders of Great Britain 
pleads the nationalist cause for break- 
ing off negotiations yesterday with 
British Charge d’Affaires Owen O’Mal- 
ley looking toward an agreement be- 
tween England and the nationalist gov- 
ernment. He declared a settlement of 
the issues at stake could be reached 
immediately “if only there is a cessa- 
tion of the war atmosphere and war 
neurosis created by the menacing con- 
centration at Shanghai of the most 
powerful naval and military forces 
England has massed in China since 
the opium wars.” 


FURTHER STEPS 
PREPARE FOR EVACUATION. 

Washington, February 2.—() 
Further steps to insure the protection 
and possible transportation require 
ments of Americans evacuating 
central China are being taken by the 
United States while awaiting some ink- 
ling as to the attitude of the major 
warring factions toward its offer to 
negotiate new equalization treaties 
with that country. 

Twelve hundred marines, many of 
whom have seen service in France, 
Nicaragua and the Philippines, are 
making ready at San Diego for de-

BRITAIN MAY DIVERT

diers toward Shanghai may be divert- 
ed in part to British cities in China 
because of the opposition of non-Brit- 
ish members of the Shanghai interna- 
tional settlement municipal council to 
the quartering of a large force in its 
jurisdiction. 

The Brtish authorities who were 
preparing accommodations for the ex- 
pedition were reminded today that 
the Shanghai settlement is an in- 
ternational concession, and not pure- 
ly British. As a result it is under- 
stood that consideration is being given 
to the advisability of diverting por- 
tions of the British force to Hongkong 
and Weihaiwei, both of. which cities 
are British governed. 

At Hongkong and Weihaiwei, as at 
Shanghai, British troops and warships 
could be held in readiness for any de- 
velopments of the anti-foreign situa- 
tion which caused their dispatch to 
Chinese waters.

Red Cross Director. 

When America entered the world 
war, Colonel Peel became southern di- 
rector for the Red Cross. He directed 
the organization work of the Red 
Cross in Tennessee, the Carolinas, 
Georgia and Florida. In this territor 
13 training camps were located wit 
over 500,000 troops. It was chiefly 
due to Colonel Peel’s magnificent or- 
ganization and building of the Red 
Cross that it was able to properly 
function during the war period. 

Mr. Peel married Miss Lucy Cook 
in 1875. She wags the daughter of 
General Phillip Cook, a general of the 
confederacy and later’ secretary of 
state for Georgia. Mrs, Peel was an 
active leader in woman’s and civic 
affairs during her lifetime, dying sev- 
eral years ago. Since her death Col- 
onel Peel has lived in an apartment 
at the Georgian ‘Terrace hotel, 

Three Daughters. 

There were three daughters born to 
Colonel and Mrs. Peel, all of whom 
survive him. They are Mrs. Phinizy 
Calhoun and Mrs, William H. Kiser, 
of Atlanta, and Mrs. Stephen B. 
Watts, of Charlottesville, Va. He is 
also survived by seven grandchildren, 
Dr. William H. Kiser, of New York; 
Lawson Kiser, Marion Kiser, Phinizy

Watts; and one great-grandchild, lit- 
tle Miss Lucy Peel Kiser, of New 
York.

Little Rock, Ark., February 2.—‘/) 
Two new breaks in the levees of the 
St. Francis river today added to the 
distress of flood conditions in eastern 


Arkansas where overflows from the

100,000 acres and have forced hun- 
dreds of families to flee from their 
homes. . 

The west levee of the St. Francis 
yielded to the high waters near Tulot, 
Poinsett county, early today and caus- 
ed the flooding of Tulot, eona and 
the grounds of the Oak Donick hunting 
and fishing club. Just north of this 
area, another break occurred through 
which the waters poured to overrun 
Hatchie Coon and. adjacent farm lauds. 

The breaks which were reported to- 
day are northwest of Marked Tree 
where the river has threatened to push 
over the embankment for several days 
and sweep the town. The overflow up- 
stream had relieved some of the 
strain tonight on the Marked Tree 
levees, 

Agents of the Red Cross were work- 
ing today and tonight among refugees 
in Brasfield and Cotton Plant who 
were driven from their homes by the 
White river floods. Vacant and pub- 


lic buildings were in use for living 


quarters at Cotton Plant and food and 
clothing were being brought in in 
response to appeals for aid. 

Relief workers estimate the refugees 
at Cotton Plant at 1,000 to 1,500

The writer met Mme. Sun at Wes- 
leyan. Her quick and easy conver- 
sation, brilliant and forceful manner 
and winning disposition won the re- 
spect of all with whom she came in 
contact. 

She has a deep sense of humor and 
appreciates quick repartee. More than 
anything, her personality attracts and 
holds like magic. In fact, her career 
at Wesleyan is an outstanding illus- 
tration of her ability to make friends 
and to hold them. Her loyalty branded 
her as an exceptional character. She 
was active in religious work in col- 
lege circles while at Wesleyan, and 
when that school began a_ subscrip- 
tion for a “greater Wesleyan” sne 
sent a donation across the seas to her 
alma mater.

It is to be hoped that the French 
papers will not regard Mussolini’s re- 
ported declaration that “Fascism: is 
anti-whiskers; whiskers are a sign of 
decadence,” as another “pin-prick,” 
says The Guardian. For “whiskers” 
appear to connote any form of face- 
fur in the Mussolini dictionary, and 
the two principal members of the 
French cabinet are confirmed wearers 
of it in one form or another.

“Crimes 


Of Passion.” 


Every other day there appear in the 
French papers reports of what are 
called crimes of passion. A_ wife 
shoots a faithless husband, a husband 
kills his drunken and worthless wife, 
a lover who aba‘ndons his mistress has 
his throat cut. The crimes pass al- 
most as unnoticed as they are certain 
to go unpunished. It is sufficient 


that the murderer has had cause for 
jealousy and can show some appear- 
ance of having acted in an access of 
fury for a sentimental French jury, 
after a highly-colored and emotional 
appeal from the defending counsel, to 
be certain to bring in a verdict of 
‘acqu::tal. Perhaps opinion will grad- 
ually be moved to the social danger 
of this leniency and one of the Paris 
daily papers has tried to stimulate 
it by announcing that in a single day 
this week six persons were reported 
as having been killed, and five as 
having been wounded from.motives of 
jealousy. The tragic absurdity of the 
situation is also emphasized -by the 
question, which has just come before 
the law court, whether a woman, who 
admitted having killed her lover but 
was nevertheless acquitted, can now

The 
late prefect of Turin was inexwrable 
about semi-nudity, and artists and 
dancers who had passed the censor- 
ship of other provinces were obliged 
hastily to procure tights and stockings 
directly they arrived in Piedmont. A 
manager of a Freach company of re- 
vue artists was so puzzled at the sud- 
den orders receited at Turin after 


having gained applause in many Ital- 
_ilan towns, that he imagined it was an 


anti-French demonstration. His com- 

pany appeared swathed in garments, 

down to the ankles and wrists.

Neel Gap, marked by a tablet of 
bronze, and the most commanding spot 
in the Georgia Blue Ridge, is to be 
the center of a state forest park. It 
is the first 6f a number of similar 
parks that Georgia—like other moun- 
tainous states—expects in time to 
have. This park, already accepted by 
the governor, was made possible 
through the generosity of the Pfister- 
Vogel Land company, a Georgia cor- 
poration owning enormous mountain 
forest areas, and of which former 
Representative Bonnel H.- Stone, of 
Union county, is manager. 

This new state forest park not only 
includes Neel Gap, but also the peak 
of Blood mountain, 
beauty spot on the Appalachian 
Scenic highway where there are sev- 
eral springs and a waterfall, some 
wonderful old white pines, hemlocks, 
poplars, oaks and other trees, moun- 
tain shrubs and crystal streams, all 
at this elevation of above 3,000 feet 
at the Gap to 4,700 feet on top of 
Blood mountain. 

As Neel Gap and the mountain 
cove above this waterfall are on the 
Scenic highway, the two acres of this 
tract on top of Blood mountain, on 
the boundry line of the Cherokee Na- 
tional forest at the head of Toccoa 
basin, is only one mile west of the 
Gap and may be easily connected by 
a trail for making this look-out point 
accessible to the highway and the re- 
mainder of this first sPate forest for 
Georgia. 

The object of the land company 
in making this donation was to pro- 
tect these attractive spots from _ pri- 
vate exploitatfon for all future time 


and to give the state an ideal camp- 
ing ground in the Georgia mountains 
where recreational features may go 
hand in hand with forest protection, 
while perpetuating a small area of 
hardwood timber.

This company was the first in Geor- 
gia and one of the first in the south 
to begin the practice of private for- 
estry and is now making another 
valuable contribution to state develop- 
ment through the gift of this demon- 
strational area to be administered 
under section 5 of the forestry act of 
1925. 
When Neel Gap was officially dedi- 
cated, July 4, 1925, thousands of peo- 
ple, including the governor, state 
house officials and members of the 
legislature, and many from other 
states enjoyed the barbecue dinner 
served on the lands now included in 
this state forest park. 

Thousands more have enjoyed the 
scenery along the highway since that 
time, but now for all future time, the 
state of Georgia will protect the un- 
surpassed beauty of this bit of virgin 
hardwood forest land and from the 
top of the rugged peak to the west, 
all the grandure of the Georgia 
mountains may be observed, vast 
areas of forest lands may be patrolled 
against fire, and the state may estab- 
lish cooperation with both federal and 
private timber owners on both sides 
of the Blue Ridge divide in this and 
other states. 

Blood mountain is on the boundary 
line of the Cherokee National forest, 
at the head of the famous Toccoa 
basin, where Duncan Ridge swings 
off from the Blue Ridge, giving a re- 
markable look-out point for lands on 
the headwaters of the Chattahoochee, 
Tennessee and Savannah rivers. 

This gift to the state, by such 
progressive and far-sighted, people will 
afford the most important demonstra- 
tional values for outdoor recreation 
and proper forest protection, which is 
the most appropriate for advancing 
Georgia’s forestry policy that could 
be made at this time. -

I have always been deeply in- 
terested in your answers to the 
many questions sent to you. But 
your reply to the questioh from 
Portland, Oregon—‘“Millions now 
living will never die’—puzzles me. 
You say we must not indulge in 
dreams and visions about Christ’s 
second coming. You also intimate 
His coming is speculative. 
Are the millions who lay their 
loved ones in the grave to receive 
no comfort from I Thessalonians 
iv, 13 to 18, which says, “Christ 
shall descend from heaven with 
a shout,” ete., that the dead in 
Christ arise first and living be- 
lievers shall be changed and all 
ascend together? Or does Jesus 
speculate when in John xiv, 1-3, 
He says, “I will come again?’ Or 
is it speculative in the first chap- 
ter of Acts to believe, ‘“‘This same 
Jesus will so come as you have 
seen Him go into heaven?” 
If Jesus came as the Bible said 
He would the first time, is it un- 
reasonable or speculative to be- 
lieve He will come again the sec- 
ond time, as the Bible says He 
will? This is a long request, but 
please do not be impatient with 
me. Thousands of readers, too, 
will be interested in your answer. 
Two very distinct types of teaching 
are contained in the New Testament 
on the question of the second coming 
of Christ. The first type, which is 
considerably influenced by Jewish 
Apocalyptic Scriptures, is to be found 
in such passages as I Thessalonians 
iv, 13-18. This letter is the first St. 
Paul wrote and in it he stresses the 
thought of a visible external coming 
of Christ on a definite day. Though 
the apostle did not outgrow this point 
of view, the idea of Christ as an in- 
dwelling spiritual presence ultimately 
led <lim to place far. less emphasis 
upon His external coming in visible 
form. 

The second type of teaching is rep- 


resented in the Fourth Gospel and, 
though the older Jewish point of view 
lingers here and there, yet the coming 
of Christ taught in verses 15 to 21 of 
Chapter xiv as an abiding spiritual 
presence represents the highest and 
maturest thought of the New Testa- 
ment on the question. “I will not 
leave you comfortless, I will come to 
you.” The corollary to this concep- 
tion of the second coming is the 
thought that the dead in Christ enter 
directly into the heavenly mansions 
prepared for them and do not wait in 
the cold grave for Centuries.

is usually the common outlet of the 
sweat and sebaceous glands, Where 
no down or hair grows, as in the skin 


of the palms and soles, the little de- | 
pressions representing the opening of 
these ducts are visible in the ridges 
and furrows which constitute the dis- 
tinctive or peculiar whorls of thumb 
prints. On the nose and over the 
cheeks and forehead the depressions 
marking these duct openings are usual- 
ly large and here, particularly, peo- 
ple are prone to call them “enlarged 
res,” - 

But this teacher seeks advice about 
her work. She is a physical instruc- 
for in a church school. She asks 
whether it harms girls of high school 
age to exercise moderately for about 
40 minutes each school day, with no 
interruption of this routine at any 
time. She herself doesn’t believe it 
does, and she takes that view as a re- 
sult of her own college training. But 
her principal is horrified because the 
physical education teacher expects the 
girls to take their gymnasium class 
work just as they do all other class 
work without interruption. The prin- 
cipal, a woman, who received her 
training in an eastern school, main- 
tains she has the authority of the 
eastern educators behind her in her 
determination to coddle the girls, to 
Pinkhamize the school morale or spir- 
it, as it were. 

This school principal is interfering 
in a field in which she is uninformed. 
She will find, if she specifically in- 
quires among the learned eastern edu- 
cators, that the physical instructor is 
quite right in requiring the girls to 
attend the gymnasium classes regular- 
ly and without interruption on th>2 
plea that a function is a “sickness.” 
No educator who is an authority can 
give any support to the Pinkhamesque 
principal in her morbid aim or ideal. 
because experience in a thousand 
schools and colleges for women has 
proved that the policy this physical 
education teacher is the best for the 
health of the young women under her 
instruction, 

Ordinary teachers and principals are 
too frequently inclined to look upon 
physical education as a nuisance, but 
that is because their own education 
has been sadly neglected. Let no 
physical instructor submit to the pat- 
ronizing attempts of such teachers 
and their readiness to conspire with 
the scheming pupil to evade and be 
little physical education. The physi- 
cal instructor has a great moral ob 
ligation on her shoulders and she must 
never falter in her duty to the girls 
under her instruction.

1. Not less than a pint of fresh milk 
daily. 

2 One or more kinds of fresh vege- 
tables daily, especially some vegeta- 
bles which may be eaten raw, such as 
cabbage, lettuce, carrots, turnips,

8. Any fresh fruit obtainable. 

4. A daily spoonful of cod liver oil.

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Three years ago on this date the 
spirit of Woodrow Wilson passed from 
its mortal cerements and entered into 

that future exist-

| that refuge and re- 
ward. it was 
upon a new career 
of spiritual activ- 
ity and exalted 
service, it was one 
to rejoice in the 
expanded realm of 
opportunities. 

Few men have ever lived a human 
cycle with purer aspirations, less sor- 
did selfishness and more devotion to 
duty as God gave him to see it. 

His sufferings in his latest years 
stirred the sympathies of uncounted 
millions around the globe, and when 
the end came and the flash went over 
the earth that “Woodrow Wilson is 
dead!” the news shook and bowed 
with sorrow more hearts of men and 
women than had the passing of any 
other martyr known to history. 


His ultimate canonization in world 
history has not yet been reached. The 
passions atnd judgments of both his 
disciples and detractors, still living: 
and contending, are warped and in- 
capable of precipitation into a settled 
concensus. That must await the cool- 
ing time of an age a’nd the return of 
reason to her impartial judgment seat.

An Aloof, Self-Contained Man. 


Woodrow Wilson was a “mysterious 
stranger” to many of his best friends 
from their first contacts with him to 
the hour of his death. He was, from 
youth, an aloof, self-contained man. 
Neither his mind nor his heart had 
an open door even to his closest 
intimates. 

His complex was that of large 
ideality constantly seeking practical- 
ity. He was an incessant crusader 
after “the good that ought to be.” 
He had only judicious patience with 
things as they are; his inner spiritual 
passion was for things as he belieyed 
they should be for human welfare and 
world betterment. 

That is why those of his associates 
with only osnaburg minds never un- 
derstood him—and never could. 


Many who claimed close acquain- 
tanceship with Woodrow Wilscn, in 
both personal and official associa- 
tions, have ambitiously tried to pic- 
ture and interpret him to popular 
understanding. 


Colonel Edward M. House, his gen- 
erally presumed “Fidus Achates;” Jo- 
seph P. Tumulty, his trusted personal 
secretary; Secretary Daniels and Sec- 
retary Houston, both favored minis- 
ters in his presidential cabinet ; David 
Lawrence, one of his favorite students 
at Princeton and subsequent journal- 
istie liasonnaire, and William Allea 
White, a free-lance progressive friend, 
have a)l published their biographic es- 
timates of Woodrow Wilson and his 
works.

Now, after the blemishes of these 
published portraits have been exposed, 
another picture of “the true Woodrow 
Wilson” is being framed by Senator 
Carter Glass, who also was a member 
of his presidential cabinet. It will 
shortly be presented to the public eye 
and the valuators of men and state- 
craft will scrutinize it with intense 


and curious interest. 

Nevertheless, the best all these bi- 
ographers of our generation can do 
for Woodrow Wilson is to record their 
recollections of his moods, decisicas 
and deeds, and so accumulate inval- 
uable memorabilia for the detached 
and definite historian of another 
century. 

When Wilson came to Atlanta in 


1882, freshly graduated from the law 
school of the University of Virginia, 
he trusted in this writer to introduce 
him to the court and bar of the 
county—the writer being then an of- 
ficer of the court as well as city editor 
of The Constitution. 

After his admission to the bar he 
made my editorial room his frequent 
evening resort. He would look over 
the newspapers exchanged with The 
Constitution and select a few whose 
articles attracted him for closer read- 
ing in his office or room. Our dis- 
cussions of public men and affairs 
were many aad often spirited. Our 
friendly relations extended through 42 
vears. I learned to admire Woodrow 
Wilson wholeheartedly—but I never 
“knew him!”

tality, if any, of the average clean- 
living American citizen. What had 
seemed like splendid, simple clowning 
was revealed in all its nastiness, etc, 
etc.” 

Further along he says: “The aver- 
age clean-living American it seems, 
hovers always on the brink of moral 
collapse.” 

That isn’t the idea back of the 
Chaplin yarn. 

The “average, clean-living Ameri- 
cai.” is not “hovering on the brink of 
moral collapse,” although if he were, 
the Lord knows it wouldn't be strange 
with all the loose thinking he runs 
into in the course of his daily reading. 

Possibly what the “average clean- 
living American” objects to in Chaplin, 
is giving a man of his self-confessed 
temperament further leeway along a 
course that is damned today as it ai- 
ways has been damned by self-respect- 
ing men and women. 

It is easy enough for the apologists 
of Chaplin in the Metropolis to win 
approbation by their “subtle leger- 
demain of sophistry.”

There is nothing easier than 
to make virtue appear ridiculous if 
you take care that it shall be repre- 
sented by stuffy and unlovable peopie 
while its opposite is clothed in every 
charm of mind and body.

It isn’t that disclosures concern- 
ing his relationship with Lita Grey 
have altered the intrinsic moral worth 
of the “Gold Rush.”

Albany, Ga. February 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Albany Herald in com- 
menting upon the action of the ipdi- 
ciary committee of the senate in ad- 
versely reporting on the nomination 
of W. J. Tilson for judge of the mid- 
dle district, says editorially : 

Senator Harris was justified in taking the 
drastic step he took when he based his op- 
position to Judge Tilson’s confirmation on 
the ground of personal obnoxiousness. Sen- 
ator George cannot justiy be criticized for 
supporting Senatcr Harris in taking that 
position. Moth Georgia senators had forght 
the confirmation when the appointment was 
firat made, and succeeded in having it neld 
up. Then the president, disregarding the 
wistes of the two Georgia senators, who 
were backed up: in their position by incen- 
trovertible evidence and arguments in sup- 
port of their position, and by the unmis- 
tak. ble sentiment of the people of the state, 
gave Tilson a reces# appointment. 

It was following this appointment that 
the appointee made himself personally ob- 
nox‘ous to Seuator Harris, according to the 
statentent mado by the senator to the s¢en- 
ate judiciary subcommittee... He used the 
judgeship to further his political ambitions, 
the senator charged. it is true that a 


large number of Georgians, prominent in 
the legal profession and other lines, signed 


petitions asking that the appointment be 
confirmed, It isnot probable that the cir- 
culetion of these petitions alone constituted 
this obnoxious ‘‘pluying of politics’’ referred 
to by Senator Harris, but it no doubt did 
in part. Many whe signed the petitions 
doubtless were sincere in their belief that 
the recess appointce had fully demonstrated 
his ability. However, that ‘politics was 
plaved,’ and that ihe influence of the judge- 
ship wus used to further the appointce’s 
ambitions, was evident even to casual ob- 
servers of the trend of _events since the 
president overrode the Sentiment of the peo- 
ple of Georgia by putting a judge in this 
important position who wag not acceptable 
to them or to their representatives #n the 
senate. 

It is well that Senator Ilarris had the 
courage of his convictions and took this de-

This.was hardly a penalty at all 
and sometimes encouraged “mistakes” 


which were decidedly off-color. Un- 
ethical players would lead from the 
wrong hand intentionally, knowing 
that if the error escaped notice they 
would gain by it, and that if it was 
noticed and corrected they would be 
no worse off for the attempt. While 
such practices would be scorned by 
honorable players. nevertheless the 
laws committee deemed it advisable to 
render such attempts unpleasant for 
those who made them. The code of 
April, 1926, provides that when a lead 
from the wrong hand is corrected. the 
declarer must lead the same suit from 
the right hand if he have a card of 
it. This makes an uncomfortable situ-

ON HIGHER UPS IN TENNIS

New York, February 2.—Vinceunt

a tennis ball with a utensil shaped 
something like a steak-broiler, s thou- 
sands, or anyway, hundreds, cheer. 

Young Mr. Richards hopes and 
trusts that wien the next round of 
amateur summer tournaments has end- 
ed, several of ‘he most prominent ama- 
teurs will join him in debasement so 
that there will be quorum of distin- 
guished professionals who may demand 
that the remaining amateurs meet 
them in open tournaments. Thus the 
principals would be enabled to make 
some dough, or funds, as the amateur 
term has it. 

A Hard Profession. 

Speaking of his own experience, 
young Mr. Richards described amateur 
tennis as a hard profession, distract- 
ing the player from the pursuit cf his 
future for several months every year 
during the most important years of 
his commercial or professional or ar- 
tistic life. The United States Lawn 
Tennis association is a very demand- 
ing concern, he said, ordering the 
great ones to drop their private af- 
fairs abruptly to play tennis, some- 
times far from their homes, and the 
system is such that a player must do 
this or forfeit his place on the Davis 
cup team. Furthermore, the associa- 
tion is so careful to protect the ama- 
tenr standing of its subjects that it 
does not even give them full reim- 
bursement for money they have spent 
as traveling expenses and costs of liv- 
ing and obligatory entertainment.

MILLS BACKS 
VIN RICHARDS 
IN. RANKINGS

Philadelphia, February 2.—Coleman 
S. Mills, president of the University 
courts, today censured the executive 
committee of the United States Lawn 
Tennis association for its arbitrary 
action in barring Vincent Richards 
from inclusion in the national rank- 
ings. 

Mills, who is the middle states rep- 
resentative on the national ranking 
committee, asserted that the ends of 
justice will be defeated if Richards is 
not placed at the head of the tennis 
roll of honor. 

“The executive committee has over- 
ruled us because of its belief that 
Richards should not be ranked because 
he turned professional before the rat- 
ings could be considered. 

“This attitude is illogical and un- 
just. The rankings represent the re- 
ward each player receives for his per- 
formances every playing season. 

“Such a list stimulates interest in 
the sport because it is really a record 
of what every worthy player has ae- 
complished on the courts. 

“In all fairness, the ranking com- 
mittee decided that Richards should 
head the procession because he proved 
to be the leading player in the 1926 
competition. He demonstrated his 
skill by defeating Bill Tilden in three

METHODS FORM 
SPEAKER’S TOPIC 


Prevention methods to cope with 
dust explosions and fires in cottonseed 
mills were discussed by W. A. Noel, 
engineer with the chemistry bureau 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, at a meeting Tuesday of 
the Georgia Cottonseed Oil Millers’ 
association at the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce.

WAR RISK INSURANCE 


Efforts of the Atlanta office of the 
United States Veteran’s bureau and 
76 posts of the American Legion 
throughout Georgia to have ex-ser ice 
men reinstate their war risk-insurance 
was taken advantage of to the extent 
of more than $50,000 Tuesday, ac- 
cording to H. T. Upshaw, veteran’s 
bureau officer who is directing the 
campaign.

Mentally Defective 
Children Are Studied 
In Survey by McCord 


Robert B. McCord, executive direc- 
tor fi the Georgia Society for Mental- 
ly Defective Children, returned Wed- 
nesday from counties in middle Geor- 
gia where, according to his report to 
members of his executive committee 
at the Fulton county courthouse Wed- 
nesday noon, he has been in contact 
with defective children of this class 
and presenting their cause to local 
communities, especially to members 
of the state legislature. 

“I am coming in contact with many 
types of these afflicted children,” said 
the director in his report, “and I am 
getting over my former idea that 
nearly all such children are born that 
way. Some are injured at birth or 
in infancy by accident or disease of 
some kind. Some as. babies have 
thyroid gland troubles, and this af- 
fects their minds through life unless 
corrested early. 

“Relatives of children,” continued 
Mr. McCord in his report, “are gen- 
erally ashamed and keep them in the 
background, but we are bringing such 
cases in a conerete manner directly to 
the attention of leading citizens and 
especially members of the state lgis- 
lature who must put a good portion 
of this responsibility on the state.” 

Mr. McCord stated that members of 
the legislature with whom he had 
talked had shown a keen interesf in 
the subject and were looking for 
more information. 

“We are able to show those who 
are interested in getting more infor- 
mation that Georgia with a popula- 
tion of 3,000, and Delaware with 
a population of a few hundred thou- 
sand rank lowest in the number of 
children of this kind cared for in in- 
stitutions.” 

Mr. McCord will leave this morn- 
ing for counties in the southern part 
of the state to continue his survey.

The famous granite pile at Seventy- 
seventh street and Fifth avenue, dub- 
bed “Clark’s hobby” and “Clark's 
folly” in prose and poetry, will be 
razed in a month, 

Plans drawn by the foremost archi- 
tects of the United States and France, 
and revised by Senator Clark, were 
carried out in construction 25 years 
ago of an architectural monstrosity 
containing 159 reoms. Thirty-one 
baths, four art gslleries, a hidden 
garage, 21 servants’ rooms, a swim- 
ming pool and several dining rooms 
are included in the massive structure, 

Materials from all parts of the 
world were used. Granite from a New 
Hampshire quarry purchased by the 
senator, more than 200 tons of bronze 
were made in a New York factory 
which he purchased, oak came from 
Sherwood forest, iinported walis and 
windows from a French chateau;

Neglect of Eyes 


Of School Pupils 
Costs Great Sum 


New York, February 2.—(#)—Ne- 
glect of the eyesight of 2,000,000 school 
children costs the publie school system 
of the country $130,000,000 annually, 
says the yearly report of Guy A. 
Henry, general director of the Eye- 
sight Conservation Council of America, 
issued today. 

Approximately 25 per cent of the 
24,000,000 school children in the coun- 
try are retarded in their studies, the 
report says, and fully one-third of 
the retardations is due to defective 
vision. The report urges eye examina- 
tion of all school children. 

Ten per cent of the 2,000,000 indus- 
trial accidents that occur annually ia 
the United States are injuries to the 
eye, Henry reports. He advocates 
adoption of safety measures and the 
use of goggles, which in some cases, 
he says, has reduced accidents by 92 
per cent.

With 
Henri Verbrugghen conducting, the 
orchestra yvave a concert marked by 
the ease and finish with which the 
heavy compositions were played and 
by the masterly direction of the gift- 
ed conductors. After respouding to 
several encores the orchestra conclud- 
ed its concert with th: audience still 
calling for more. 

. Although this was not the first time 
this excellent organization hax de- 
lichted Atlanta audiences. its work 
Wednesilay night was enjoyed per- 
hans more tan previous concerts here 
and {t is certain that numerous new 
friends were won in the local engage- 
ment, which was under the auspiccs 
of the Atlanta Music club. 

Beginning with von Weber's over- 
ture to “Oberon” the orchestra plav- 
ed a program which included the full 
range of masterly compositions from 
Mozart and Cesar Franck to Rimsy- 
Korsakow. Indecd, the Symphony in 
ID Minor of Cesar Franck and the 
scherzo “The Flicht of the Kumble 
Bee,” of Rimsy-Korsakow. were the 
two most popular pieces of the eve- 
ning. It assuredly would be hard to 
picture two commositions of ‘more 
widely dif*-rent themes. 

Magnificent Crescendos. 

In the magnificent crecendos, the 
striking arpecgios and the deep tonal 
harmonies of Cesar Franck’s Sym- 
phony, Conductor Verbruzghen per- 
haps educed the most brilliant musie 
from his organization. The symphony 
ix in three moods and in the interpre- 
tation of the varviflg and petulant 
moods the conductor exhibited the rare 
nerfection his musicians have reached 
in their art. 

For sheer heauty of tone “The 
Dance of the Sylphs,” one of a group 
of three pieces from Berlioz’ “The 
Damnation of Faust,” probably execll- 
ed any other composition played in 
the concert. Two little oddities which 
were enjoyed thoroughly bv the anudi- 
ence were the minnet “Will ©’ the 
Wisns,’ ‘also from “The Damnation 
of Faust.” and the Scherzo “The 
Flight of the Bumble Bee,” from ‘The 
“"Tzar Saltan.” by Rimsy-Korsakow. 
Seventy musicians playing at the same 
time reproduced exactly the soft 
humming noise made by the bumble 
bee in flight and reduced to a soft- 
ness that reflected the masterly con- 
ducting. 

Technique of Violins. 

In the overture to “Oberon” the 
striking effect Of 15 lead violins play- 
ing exactly as one was a rare ex- 
ample of the fine technique of the 
musicians. 

Other numbers played with keen 
conception of the composer's inspira- 
tion were a rondo “Till Eulenspiegel’s 
Lustige Streiche (Till Eulenspiegel’s 
Merry Pranks) by Strauss; Mozart's 
adagio for strings from Divertimento 
No. 15 and the Entrance of the Little 
Fauns from the ballet “Cydalise and 
the Satyr,’ uv Pierene, The concert 
was concluded with a Hungarian 

yarch. also from “The Damnation of 

Waust.” Acceding to the insistent calls 
of the audience for more music Con- 
ductor Verbrugghen responded with 
Rimsy-Korsakow's perennial popular 
“Song of India.” 

The Minneapolis Symphony orches- 
tra is one of the most finished musical 
organizations ever appearing in con- 
cert in 
brugchen and his musicians unques- 
tionably merited the enthusiastic ova- 
tion accorded them Wednesday night.

May advanced to 
13.41, July to 13.83 and October to 
14.03, or 6 to 9 points net higher. 
The close was within 3 or 4 pojnts 
of the best. 

The buying of March and May was 
supposed to be influenced by the fail- 
ure of southern spot cfferings to weigh 
on the market since the filling of Jan- 
uary engagements and the contivued 
absence of hedge selliug in any sub- 
stantial volume. There was some 
selling of new crop months during the 
day, presumably the hedge purchases 
of spot cotton in the south, but there 
was not enough of it to make much 
impression on the market. 


The weekly report of the weather 
bureau indicated that the weather had 
been unfavorable for picking cotton 
which remained in the fields, but this 
was not mentioned very generally as 
a factor on the advance. 


Some of the early selling may have 
been due to reports that business in 
the Liverpool market was restricted 
by the unsettled Chinese situation, but 
private cables said there was gvod 
demand for cotton cloths in Mancnes- 
ter, with the continent buying more 
freely.

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GUNDITION OF CROPS 
IN SOUTHERN STATES 


a 


Washington, February 2.—(-)— 
Crop conditions for southern states, as 
summarized |} - the department of agri- 
culture for the week ended yesterday, 
indicate that continued absence of ap- 
preciable precipitation in much of the 
southeast has resulted in very dry soil 
in many places, which is retarding 
spring plowing and, in some places, 
preventing good growth of winter 
crops. Droughty conditions continued 


in this .rea throughout the month just 
closed, some sections receivin’ the 
lightest precipitation for January in 
more than 40 years. Otherwise the 
warmth was generally favorable for 
farming and trucking interests in the 
south, especially in the central and 
west gulf sections. 

In the northwestern ‘cotton belt 
thawing during the week made fields 
muddy and but litth of the cotton re- 
maining unpicked could be gathered, 
with much still out in some districts, 
especially in Oklahoma. 

In the west gulf sections, vegetation 
is abnormally advanced, with tr ck 
shipments continuing heavy and straw- 
berries beginning to ripen in southern 
Texas. In Florida truck crops re- 
sponded favorably to the increased 
warmth, and that replanted since the 
recent freeze made fair ~rogress.

GEORG VEGETABLE 
AND FRM OUTLOOK 


The present trend of fruit produc- 
tion is upward and there is little on 
whieh to base hope for any marked im- 
provement on prices over those se- 
cured during recent years. However, 
the uniformly favorable weather con- 
ditions which were largely responsible 
for the very heavy fruit crop of 1926 
are not likely to occur very often, as- 
serts the Georgia crop reporting serv- 
ice bulletin. 

In 1926 the total production of all 
fruits and melons combined was close 
to 15,000,000 tons, or a fourth greater 
than in 1925. Apples came closer to 


being a uniformly full crop than in 
any season during the 45 years for 
which comparable figures are avail- 
able. Peach production per tree was 
close to the 40-year record. The grape 
and pear crops exceeded all records, 
because of increasing acreages on the 
Pacific coast and a heavy yield in 
eastern sections. 

Good crops of watermelons, canta- 
loupes and strawberries, and a fair 
supply of citrus fruits further compli- 
cate? the marketing situation. he 
production of fruit per capita was 
probably the highest in a generation. 

There was an abundance of local 
supplies in all markets, leaving the 
principal producing sections with a re- 
duced number of customers for their 
large crops. 

Sweet Potatoes. 

An increased acreage of sweet pota- 
toes this season should be planted only 
by those growers who need the in- 
creased supply for their own use, who 
can dispose of the crop at their local 
markets, or who can afford to pro- 
duce a crop for sale at relatively low 
prices. Growers should not forget the 
rather low returns secured from sweet 
potatoes in 1915, 1921, and other sea- 
sons when the acreage was increased 
because of low returns from the pre- 
vious cotton crop. 

Returns from sweet potatoes were 
not very satisfactory in 1926, but 
prices during the preceding two years 
were unusually good and, in view of 
the outlook for cotton, there is a great 
probability that unless prevented by 
unfavorable weather at planting time, 
growers in many parts of the cotton 
belt will raise more sweet potatoes 
this year than can be utilized locally. 
The surplus available for shipment 
is likely to find the market demand 
even less than it was this season. 

In the important commercial sweet 
potato area, extending along the At- 
lantic coast from Virginia to New Jer- 
sey, the outlook depends largely on 
the acreage of the dry-fleshed type of 
sweet potatoes grown there for ship- 
ment to northern markets. This re- 
gion has less than 10°’ per cent of the 
United States acreage, but usually 
produces more than half of the sweet 
potatoes shipped by rail. In this sec- 
tion a largely increased acreage in 
1926 was accompanied by a large yield 
per acre and low prices have been re- 
ceivea. As keener competition both 
from Irish potatoes and from the 
moist-fleshed sweet potatoes grown in 
other states is to be expected next 
fall, there seems nothing to indicate 
that it will Le profitable for growers 
in this section to plant more than 
their usual acreage? This will mean 
a reduction of about 10 per cent from 
the acreage planted in 1926,

A gold 
bond is neither’secured by gold de- 
posits nor is it necessarily ‘as good as 
gold.’ The words ‘gold bond’ engraved 
on the face of a security simply mean 
that the security is payable in gold. 

“Many sound corporations, govern- 
ments and taxing subdivisions,” the 
banker continued, “issue gold bonds. 
In doing so they agree to make repay- 
ment in gold of the present standard 
of the American gold dollar, which 
consists of 28.5 grains of metal, nine- 
tenths of which are goid and one-tenth 
copper alloy. This meang is taken 
simply to protect the bondholder 
against some unforeseen’ disaster 
which might deflate our currency. But 
since the probabilities of deflation are 
remote and since our currency, based 
on a gold standard, has a buying p> w- 
er equal to gold, these bonds are gen- 
erally redeemed in any lawful curren- 
cy. In the case of foreign securities, 
however, the question of payment in 
gold is extremely important. If these 
obligations are payable in foreign cur- 
rency, they carry the risk of fluctua- 
tion in exchange rates as well as the 
investment risk. That is why most 
foreign bonds offered in this country 
are made payable in American gold 
dollars.”

New York, February 2.—Specula- 
tion in low priced rails based on mer- 
ger talk is increasing with high grade 
rails being in better demand today. 
Activity on the buying side of rails 
today checked selling in the in- 
dustrials, 

An initia] dividend on Rock Island 
common since the company was re- 
organized at the annual rate of 5 
per cent added to the increasing con- 
fidence in railroad stocks. Despite 


Mtoday’s advance, Rock Island still is 


selling below other 5 per cent railway 
stocks, probably because 1926 was the 
first year a substantial margin was 
reported over the $5 dividend. 

Wheeling & Lake Erie and Western 
Maryland continued active but to- 
day’s market for rails was the broad- 
est since the recent renewed interest 
in this class of stock. Some new 
high records for the year were made 
in low priced rails. New Haven sold 
at the highest price since 1917. On- 
tario & Western was more active than 
in years, 

Sentiment in Wall street was de- 
cidedly@more optimistic today. Opin- 
ion seemed to have suddenly crystal-

Two former postmasters—C. [ 
Shafner, of Shelbyville, and Josepl 
Morrow, of Mount Pleasant—testified 
they had contributed money to Rep- 
resentative Taylor, republican. Tea- 
nessee, to defray a $3,000 deficit in 
his 1922 campaign. 

Pointing out that four grand juries 
in the three judicial districts of Ten- 
nessee had returned no indictments 
against Taylor, who is republican na- 
tional committeeman from Tennessee, 
after investigation of the charges, 
Chairman Robinson, republican, Indi- 
ana, said he hesitated to go into the 
particulars but was doing so at the 
request of Taylor. 

Testifying in his own behalf, Taylor 
denied that a signature on a letter to 
Morrow in 1924, asking a contribution 
of $100, was his. He also denied the 
indorsement on the check for $100 sent 
by Morrow was his, although he said 
the signature on a letter acknowledg- 
ing receipt of the check “looked more 
like my own and might have been.” 

The Tennessee representative asked 
Fred Arn, of Chattanooga, temporary 
chairman of the republican state coin- 
mittee in 1924, who presented evidence 
against Taylor to the committee if he 
(Arn) and John Fouche, of Chatta- 
nooga, had not solicited all postmas- 
ters in 1924 for 10 per cent of their 
salaries.
